Among items seized were volumious 
documents and records relating to the planned overthrow. 

The NYO has requested that these documents and related 
information be reviewed for the purpose of prepairing a comprehen- 
sive analysis and threat assessment on the PPC. It is for the pur- 
pose of assessing the work -involved in the review of this material 
that travel be approved for
